sassination and immediately 
taken to Bethesda for the autop- 
sy. Two FBI agents accompan- 
ied the body from Andrews Air 
Force Base and stayed through- 
out the autopsy. 

Their report, which had not 
been released before, said X- 
rays of Kennedy’s head showed 
approximately 40 particles of 
disintegrated bullet, but no exit 
wound for the remainder of the 
disintegrated bullet. 

Then a search was made of 
the rest of the body for other 
wounds for a complete bullet. 

“Inasmuch as no complete 
bullet of any size could be locat- 
ed in the brain area and likewise 
no bullet could be located in the 
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FBI 'Checked 
Leads, Theories'

body and inspection revealed no 
point of exit, the invidivuals per- 
forming the autopsy were at a 
loss to explain why they could 
find no bullets," the report said. 

But a Secret Service Agent at 
this point delivered a bullet he 
said someone had given him in 
Dallas, saying it had been found 
on a stretcher in the emergency 
room at Parkland Hospital, 
where Kennedy died. 

Informed of the bullet, doc- 
tors concluded it could have 
“worked it’s way back out" of 
Kennedy’s body via the point of 
entry when cardiac massage had 
been performed. 

But the report states the FBI 
could not prove that Kennedy 
was ever on the stretcher on 
which the bullet was found. 

Also during the autopsy a 
piece of Kennedy’s skull was de- 
livered by another agent who 
had found it on the floor of the 
presidential car in Dallas. 

This section contained metal 
fragments which doctors said 
could be an indication of an exit

After questioning the owner of 
the gas station, and other people 
the FBI concluded "no. one had 
noticed any questionable persons 
in the telephone booth.” 
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Based on these "later develop- 
ments” the doctors concluded: 

"One bullet had entered the 
president's back and had worked 
its way out of the body during 
external cardiac massage and 
' that a second high velocity bul- 
let had entered the rear of the 
skull and had fragmentized 
prior to exit through the top of 
the skull.”

Ruby His 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jack 
Ruby was able to get Into the 
basement of Dallas police head- 
quarters where he shot Lee Har- 
vard Oswald because of a ”se- 
ries of unfortunate coinci- 
dences,” a memo in FBI files 
from an internal police investi- 
gation says. 

The Investigation, in the form 
of a report to Police Chief J. E. 
Curry, concludes: 

"We are convinced that our 
investigation has established to 
a reasonable certainty that Jack 
Leon Ruby entered the base- 
ment from the Main Street 
ramp and that no collusion ex- 
isted between him and any 
member of the press; that his 
entrance into the basement at 
this particular time was the re- 
sult of a series of unfortunate

coincidences which caused a 
momentary breakdown in the 
security measures adopted. 

"Ruby was in the basement 
for a maximum of two minutes, 
with a strong possibility that it 
was only five to 10 seconds prior 
to the shooting . . 

The report says Ruby appar- 
ently ducked into the building 
when ,a policeman guarding the 
entrance to the ramp stepped 
out into the street to stop traffic 
so a police car could leave the 
building. 

The report quotes a detective 
who interviewed Ruby as having 
heard the killer say: 

"Y’all won’t believe this, but I 
didn’t have this planned. I 
couldn’t have timed it so per- 
fect.” 



Oswald's Ramblings : 
In Address Book y, 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Lee 
Harvey Oswald’s address book, 
seized by the FBI after Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s assassination, 
contained a jumble of notes in 
English and Russian and ad- 
dresses for the Soviet Ambassa- 
dor, several Cuban organiza- 
tions, and two American report- 
ers in Moscow. 

A word-by-word report of the 
book's contents was contained" 
among the 40,001 documents re- 
leased yesterday by the FBI re- 
lating to the agency’s investiga- 
tion of Kennedy’s death. •

sian: "Russ. Am. Mikhal A. Men- 
shikov. New York.” The Soviet 
Ambassador at the time was 
Mikhail Menshikov, who resided 
in Washington D C., not New 
York.

The book also contained ad- 
dresses for the Cuban Consulate 
and Cuban Airlines in Mexico 
' City, and the Cuban Student 
"Derectorate” in New Orleans. 

Oswald had also noted down, 
apparently from his Soviet stay, 
the names of Aline Mosby of 
United Press International and 
an Associated Press correspon- 
dent identified as “Mr. Gold- 
berg.” 
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
